Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  of  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of 
your  district  during  the  year  which  has  just  passed. 

CARTMEL  DIVISION. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress — Water  Supply 

ALLITH  WAITE  LOWE  R. 

I  must  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  their  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  village 
of  Allithwaite,  and  I  anticipate  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  the  whole  of  the  property  available  derive  their 
supply  from  the  Council’s  main. 

STAVELEY. 

The  proposals  for  a  water  supply  for  the  village  of 
Staveley  which  has  been  considered  during  the  year  has 
been  deferred  until  April  next. 

DRAINAGE 

ALLITHWAITE  UPPER — Newton-in-Cartmel. 

A  report  on  a  house  to  house  inspection  of  the 
village  of  Newton  will  be  presented  to  the  Divisional  Com¬ 
mittee  early  in  the  New  Year. 
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HOLKER  LOWER— CARK. 

Unavoidable  difficulties  seem  to  have  arisen  to  bar 
the  progress  of  the  scheme  for  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  for  the  village  of  Cark.  It  entirely  depends  upon 
the  attitude  of  the  Board  of  Conservators,  as  if  the  Board 
of  Trade  are  unable  to  waive  their  objections  to  the  scheme 
or  at  least  modify  them,  the  proposals  in  their  present 
form  will  be  impracticable. 

HAWKSHEAD  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

CLAIFE  -  CUNSEY. 

I  understand  that  negotiations  are  proceeding  for 
easement  and  wayleave  on  completion  of  which  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  scheme  already  approved  by  the  Council 
will  be  carried  out. 

COLTON-  HAVE  RTH  WAITE. 

It  seems  to  be  agreed  on  all  hands  that  a  general 
scheme  of  supply  is  imperatively  necessary  for  Haverthwaite, 
but  the  great  cost  that  would  be  entailed  by  the  adoption 
of  the  schemes  submitted  has  led  the  Committee  to  defer 
further  consideration  until  your  Engineer  has  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  test  other  possible  sources  of  supply,  I  have  no 
doubt  the  Engineer  will  expedite  this  matter  as  the  need 
for  water  is  of  pressing  importance. 

HAWKSHEAD. 

I  am  glad  that  the  Committee  have  so  far  matured 
their  proposals  that  they  are  practically  in  a  position  to 
make  application  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  sanction 
to  raise  a  loan  to  defer  the  cost  for  an  extended  scheme 
of  water  supply  for  Hawkshead,  and  it  may  reasonably  be 
hoped  that  before  the  end  of  another  year,  water  will  be 
laid  on  to  every  house  in  the  town. 

DRAINAGE. 

CLAIFE— FAR  SAWREV. 

During  the  year  the  sewer  has  been  extended  so  as 
to  receive  the  drainage  from  the  Vicarage  and  Rose  Cottage. 
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HIGH  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

BROUGHTON  W  E  ST. 

From  all  I  can  learn  the  provision  of  a  general  supply  by 
the  Broughton  Water  Company  has  been  attended  by  the  most 
favourable  results,  for  not  only  have  the  inhabitants  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  presented  to  obtain  a  constant 
supply,  but  many  water-closets  have  been  introduced. 

CONISTON. 

I  had  hoped  to  have  seen  the  fruition  of  a  scheme 
of  water  supply  for  Coniston,  and  your  Engineer  has  devoted 
a  good  deal  of  time  to  this  question,  but  considerations  of 
cost  have  necessitated  the  postponement  of  the  matter  to 
enable  him  to  lay  amended  proposals  before  a  Sub-Committee 
which  I  understand  he  is  prepared  to  do  at  an  early  date. 

KIRKBY  IRELETH— BECKSIDE. 

Absolutely  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  direction  of 
of  a  water  supply  for  Beckside.  I  can  only  say  that  a 
supply  is  urgently  needed. 

DRAINAGE. 

BROUGHTON  WEST— FOXFIELD. 

I  am  glad  the  Council  have  constructed  a  sewer  for 
the  drainage  of  Foxfield  Station  and  other  property. 

KIRKBY  IRELETH— SANDSIDE. 

A  sewer  is  necessary  for  Sandside,  and  I  shall  take 
an  early  opportunity  to  again  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Divisional  Committee  to  the  subject. 

LOW  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

EGTON-with-NEWLAND — PENNYBRIDGE. 

No  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  of  the  Water 
Supply  to  certain  property  at  Pennybridge  has  yet  been 
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arrived  at,  but  no  doubt  the  Sub-Committee  on  this  matter 
will  meet  shortly  and  submit  their  report. 

PENNINGTON. 

A  new  Water  Main  has  been  laid  to  Loppergarth,  and 
extended  to  Cabinet  Bank,  Cowran  View,  and  Fairfield. 

URSWICK. 

The  Extension  of  the  water  main  to  Skeldon  Moor, 
Holm  Bank,  and  Stainton  is  fast  nearing  completion,  and 
will  I  trust  prove  a  boon  to  the  inhabitants  of  these  places. 

DRAINAGE. 

ALDINGHAM— GLEASTON. 

I  should  fail  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  advise  the 
Council  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  Gleaston  are  such  as  to 
throw  discredit  upon  their  administration,  and  I  hope  that 
the  Council  will  direct  that  this  matter  be  placed  first  on 
the  somewhat  lengthy  list  of  references  to  the  Engineer. 

GENERAL  PROGRESS 

Although  it  is  clearly  my  duty  to  direct  the  special 
attention  of  the  Council  to  all  in-sanitary  conditions,  I  do 
recognize  and  acknowledge  that  the  Council  have  carried 
out  their  administrative  functions  in  a  very  active  manner. 

SCAVENGING 

The  arrangement  made  for  the  removal  of  house 
refuse  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  in  Hawkshead,  Coniston 
and  Sawrey.  I  hope,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  that  as  the 
advantages  are  recognised  the  method  will  be  adopted 
generally  throughout  the  district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

POPULATION. 

As  the  population  will  be  enumerated  in  a  very  short 
time,  and  as  I  think  when  this  is  done,  it  will  be  found 
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that  there  has  been  no  very  great  change  since  the  1891 
Census,  it  will  be  quite  safe,  if  we  base  our  statistical 
calculations  upon  the  population  as  it  was  then  found.

I  find  that  during  the  year  408  births  have  been 
registered,  which  gives  an  annual  birth-rate  of  217  per 
1000,  in  the  preceding  year  there  were  428  births,  with  a  birth-rate 
of  227  per  1000  ;  and  in  the  year  1898  the  births  were 
418,  and  the  birth-rate  22-2  per  1000,  from  which  it  will 
be  observed  that  there  is  very  little  variation  in  the  birth¬ 
rate  from  year  to  year.

MEASLES. 

During  the  year  other  disease  has  appeared  in  an 
Epidemic  form  in  almost  every  part  of  the  District,  so 
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much  so,  as  to  necessitate  the  closure  of  the  schools  at 
Finsthwaite,  Lowick,  Pennybridge,  Sawrey,  Broughton-in-Furness, 
Colton,  Hawkshead,  Dendron,  Pennington,  and  Staveley.

From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  this  disease  has  not 
occurred  in  an  epidemic  form,  the  cases  arising  sporadically  in 
different  parts  of  the  district. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  at  Swarthmoor  in 
September,  and  besides  the  well  marked  cases  there  were 
several  instances  of  suspicious  sore  throat  and  it  was  feared 
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that  we  were  likely  to  have  an  epidemic  outbreak,  however, 
with  care  in  the  isolation  of  the  sufferers  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  this  was  prevented.  We  were  not  so  fortunate  in 
this  respect  at  Haverthwaite  and  Lowwood,  where  the  disease 
also  made  its  appearance  at  the  same  time,  and  although 
the  first  case  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  of  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  the  disease 
continued  to  spread,  and  so  obviously  was  this  spread  due 
to  school  attendance  that  the  Managers  of  the  Haverth¬ 
waite  Elementary  Day  Schools  were  asked  to  close,  this 
was  done,  and  the  schools  thoroughly  disinfected,  but  in 
spite  of  this  and  the  removal  of  all  but  one  of  the  sufferers 
to  the  Sanatorium  it  could  hardly  be  said  that  the  measures 
taken  were  crowned  with  a  very  great  amount  of  success, 
and  unfortunately  the  infection  found  its  way  to  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  hamlet  of  Finsthwaite.  The  cases  were  of  a  very 
mild  type,  the  recovery  being  rapid  and  complete  in  every 
instance. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

In  October  a  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Bouth, 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  being  such  as  would 
favour  the  outbreak  of  the  disease.  In  December  six  other 
cases  occurred  in  the  same  village.  It  was  difficult  to  say 
what  could  have  been  the  original  cause  of  the  outbreak, 
but  whatever  this  might  be,  attention  was  directed  to  the 
drainage  of  the  village  which  is  certainly  far  from  satisfactory, 
and  I  hope  before  very  long  that  some  scheme  for  the 
improvement  of  this  will  be  brought  forward. 

As  in  former  years  I  have  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  the  assistance  they  have 
rendered  me  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.
